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good social status from classes hitherto excluded it will I tlihilc bo a boncilcial step. 
A note by me on the subject was submitted to tho Working Committee and was considered 
by them at their meeting in March. The Committee roSolved Unit in their opinion 
admission to the College within well defined limits sliould be widened, and that the note 
should be circulated to members oF the General Council. A decision in the matter 
will, I hope, be reached at the next meeting oF the General Council which is likely 
to take place in the early winter. 


Mayo College War Fund. — In my prerious report I referred to the Mayo College 
War Fund and the two Motor Ambulances for tho use oF Indian troops serving ovorsc.’is 
whioh it had raised. Funds For a third Ambulanco were raised and despatched during 
the year under report. The amount was tho result oF donations and monthly 
subscriptions from members of tho etafl and boys, and of special sources oF contribution 
snch as the sale of X’mas cards specially painted by boys, cinoma shows, a musical 
entertainment given by tho College section, and a flag day foto. 

' Re-organized Boarding House System. — ^Tho most important feature of Ibe 
year has been the introduction of tho rc-orgnuized Boarding House system approved 
by the General Council at the end of tlie previous yo.ar. By this system tho two HonBo.s, 
which with tho additions made in rccout years aro much the largest in tho College, 
and between them can accommodate nearly as many boys as tho otlier School bouses put 
together, aro now run on upto date thorough boiwding-houso lines under resident 
Superintendents who are members of the College staff, and one of them is exclusively 
confined to junior boys. In both Houses private servants have been replaced by house 
servants, private tutors and guardians have been eliminated, the provionsly existing 
common mess has been greatly improved, and a fixed inclusive schooling and boarding 
fee is charged to each boy. This fee at present is Its. 1,010/- per annum for Rajputana 
boys, a figure whioh certainly cannot be reg.irded as high. For boys from outside 
Rajpntana tho fee is higher according to tiio sliding scale of fees charged from snoli 
boys. The Jaipur House is reserved for junior boys and the .Todiipnr House for seniors, 
and the former is in charge of a Em'ope.m Lady Snporintendent who is a qualified 
nurse. In each the Snperinteudent has an Assistant Superintendent. • 


The scheme was launched in Januaiy in the face of a good deal of conservative 
opoBilion, tacit or active, though steps had been taken to meet criticism by the issue 
circulated pamphlet and by the personal visit of members of the staff to 
s a es. y the terms of the scheme Jodhpur and Jaipur hoys "were offered the first 
c aim on acoomnaodation in the two Houses under tlie new system, but I regret that, 
w 1 e an appreciable number of Jaipur boys joined the scheme when it started, none 
° ** provided by the scheme accommodation for these boys was

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Leaving: G^ftS.— The College has been fortnnote in Leaving Gifts during the year. 
Four of these were made by Baling Princes to commemorate tlio association of their 
sons with the College. For this purpose H. IT. the Maharaj.i of Jodhpur donated a 
Physics Laboratory and H. II. the M.aharaja of Jind a Jlanmtl Work room. These 
additions, which were completed at tlio beginning of the year, will enable the College 
to add Science to the Intermediate course when and if desired. The oilier two gifts 
of this nature were a Pavilion on the Madden ground given by 11. H. the Maharao 
Raja of Bundi, and the equipment of a special Reading Room in Colvin House by 
H. H. the Raja of Snilnna. In addition to the above two old boys. Raja Kalyan Singh of 
Bhinal and Rawat Khumau Singh of Salumbar made gifts to provide additional books 
for the College section and School section Libraries respectively. 

SCalF Houses. — Construction work on the eight additional houses sanctioned 
for members of the Indian staff has beon in progress during the year. It was hoped 
that the honses would be completed before the X’mas holidays, but delays by and 
the subsequent failure of the contractor to exeente his contract not only prevented 
this but made it necessary for the College to take ovar the work deiiartmentally at a 
time when prices had soared owing to the war. The result is that only six of the 
houses have been completed, and the cost will be greater tlian anticipated and will have 
to be met by increased rents. One of the houses has been coustrncted-adjoining Colvin 
House as a residence for tbo Superintendent of that House, an arrangement which 
makes it feasible for a married man to be in charge of the House. 

Boy Scouts. — ^For several years I have wanted to introduce Boy Scouting in the 
College, but various circumstances Iiiive prevented it. A start bowever has now been 
made by the formation under two members of the school staff of a fnlly-orgnnized 
Wolf Cub pack, which is flooriahing and which a short time after its mceinion secured 
second place in the annual competition among local packs. The building adjoining 
the Bikaner Pavilion fprmerly used as a manual work room has hoeu converted into 
a Cubs den and suitably equipped. The number of candidates for enrolment will 
I think make it possible to start a second pack next term, and there is also a demand 
for the formation of u Scout troop which I hope to meet. A number of qualified 
scoutmasters are available among the members of the staff, but the diflicnlty is to fit 
in Scouting adequately with other activities. My 'experience at Raipur where at one 
time every boy in the Collego was either a wolf cnb or scout and more recently as 
Provincial Scout Commissioner here has convinced me of the great value of Seouting 
as a training and I hope before I leave to see it firmly established at the iliyo College. 

Water Supply. — ^For several years I have had occasion to refer to the inadequacy 
of the water supply. The improvement resulting from the heavy r.iinfnil of 1910-41 
was offset by another very poor monsoon following. The long hoped for improvement 
in the municipal water supply appears to be indefinitely shelved and unless, w'hich is 
unlikely, moans can be found to provide the Collego with its own independent pipe 
aapply, the College will have to continne to rely for the bulk of its water on its wells. 
The level of winter in these has fallen considerably of recent years and they have only 
iiist held out with economical use during this year. The swimming bath could not 
be used except for two weeks during the monsoon term and the usual gardens competi- 
tion for the Lady Willingdon Cup could not he held. Unless the coming monsoon 
is a good one the situation will be very serious. 

4. Stair. — -Vt their meeting in December, Mr. hi. A. McCanlis, Vice-Prineipal, was 
' selected by the General Council to succeed mo as Principal on my retirement, which was 
duo at the end of the year under report when my four years extension after retirement 
from government service would expire. In view however of the special conditions 
prevailing I was asked by the General Connell to continue my extension for a year 
from the date of the meeting. ^ 

In the College Section Thaknr Madan Singh at the beginning of the academic year 
1 everted from his depntatiou to Jaipur State and resumed his post of Senior Lecturer 
to which was added that of Superintendent Colvin House. Owing to the suspension 
of the competitive examination for entrance to the I.M.A., and the consequent closing 
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of the Armj' class at the College Jlr. Dhawan at half-year was transferred to the 
School section. 

Of the School section Staff, Mr. Bradshaw was released for military duly for the 
duration of the war early in the school year and his placo was taken by Mr. F. M. 
Kathaniel, M.A., B.i:d., (Edin.). The posts of Shastri and Sanskrit teacher which had been 
combined for some time were separated ns they had been in the past, and Dr. Yadnranshi, 
M.A., Ph.n.. was appointed to teach Sanskrit, which with the decision to take the 
Cambridge School Certificate examination is now of increased importiince and enhanced 
standard. 

On the introduction of the new Boarding Ilonso scheme in Jannary Mi's. W. Tubbs 
was appointed Superintendent Junior (Jaipur) House and Mr. A. Sharman of the School 
staff Superintendent Senior (Jodhpur) House, while Mr. S. C, Mnkerjeo, formerly 
Guardian to the Dnndlod Komars, became Assistant Superintendent of the former and 
Mr. J. Ghose, formerly Motnmid Jodhpur House, became Assistant Superintendent of 
the latter. 

Of the other Boarding House staff Mnnshi Kan Mai retired after forty-five 
years of devoted service as Motamid of the Kotah Honsc, and the esteem and affection in 
which he was held by successive geuerations of boys who had been with him in the- 
house were witnessed by the presentation made to him on his retirement. 

* 

6, The College Roll. — At the end of previous year the roll stood at 1G5. During 
the year under report admissions totalled 2.1 and withdrawals 28 and the roll therefore 
at the and of the year stood at 160. This slight decline was due to the fact that for 
various special reasons withdrawals were larger than usnal, admissions being about 
normal. The latter included 17 boys from Bajputana and sis from other areas. Details 
of admissions and the distribution of the College roll will be found in Appendices B & C. 

6. Instruction.— In the College section, Hindi was added to the subjects offered 
for the B.A. Examination and was taken by one of the candidates for that esamination. 
With the snspension of the competitive examination for entrance to the I.u.a, during 
t la war, the maintenance of a separate Army class became superfluous and the class 
was accordingly closed in the middle of the year. 

With regard to the School section, in my previous report I referred to the decision 
to replace the Chiefs’ Colleges Diploma examination by the Cambridge School Certificate. 

e necessary adjustments and additions have been made in the onrrioulnm and the 
first candidates will appear in 1944. The subjects offered at present will be:— 
imcral ^glish, t ernaonlar. Elementary Mathematics, Geography, Indian History,. 

or ys'cs and Hygiene, and a Classical Language or Physios and Chemistry, 
o ques jon of the inclusion of Indian Administration as an optional subject is under 
onsi eration. The Syndicate have agreed to its inclusion in principle but the details 
of tlie syllabus arc still under discussion.

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In fhe Chiefs’ Colleges Diploma Sxaminatiou one of the Mayo College candidates 
obtained a First class ^ith Distinction in five ont of six snbjects, and eight candidates 
were placed in the Second Division. 

The resnlts of the examinations of 1942 are not yet known. 

7. 'Physical Training: and Games. 

Biding:. — Riding has-been carried on nnder clifBcnlties owing to the indifferent 
health of the Vice-Principal, which has prevented him for some time from exercising 
active enpervislon, and the dearness of fodder which has resnlted in, I hope only a 
temporary, decrease of riders. Good work however has been done by the Dafedar 
Instrnctor and the Squadron Commander and his assistants. In my previous report 
I referred to the amalgamation of the Ajmer Polo Clnb and the Mayo College Polo Club 
and the projected disposiil of land belonging to the former. I had hoped that the business 
would be completed in time for fnnds to be available to put the Mayo College ground 
in thorough order during the year, bnt various unforeseen delays have occarred and 
we shall hare to wait till next raias. Meanwhile it has only been possible to play 
very slow chukkars at polo and the two tonrnaments usually held at Ajmer bad to 
be played elsewhere. 

Games. — ^The College section for the first time took part in the annual Rajpirtana 
Inter-Collegiate tonrnament, held this year at Alwar, and gave a good accoant of 
themselves. Though with far less numbers to draw on than the other colleges they 
held their own well, and one of the team achieved the distinction of being declared 
the Champion athlete of the tournament, an award made for the first time in the 
history of the tonrnament. 

The School teams have had a successful year. One of the most satisfactory 
features of games in recent years has been the advance in the standard and popularity 
of football, and the coaching and example of Mr. Bradshaw as in cricket have borne 
good fruit. In the year under report the school football XI, a young side, won the 
Stow Cup for local schools without conceding a goal. 

Kishangarh Shield* — ^The Kishengarh Shield for the annual tonrnament with the 
Daly College, Indore, which had been lost by a narrow margin in the previous year, was 
regained by three events to one. The number of events bad to be reduced from the nsnal 
five to four as the scarcity and prohibitive price of balls prevented the playing of any 
squash here after July, and squash was therefore excluded from the tournament this year. 
TJie criclcet match was played at Ajmer just before X’mas and was won by the Mayo 
College, and the remaining three events took place at Indore in March, tho Mayo College 
winning the tennis 5 — 0, and the sports 31 — IJ, but losing the hockey 1 — 3. The standard 
attained at tennis was above the average and the five matches against the Daly College, 
three singles and two doubles, wore each won without the loss of a set. 

In the general management of games the policy of getting boys to run things as 
much as possible themselves was extended by making Captains and IIonBe-gronp- 
Captains responsible for arranging most of the games and making up sides daily. 

After a lapse of three years the College Cricket XI won the Colvin Shield open 
to all Bajpntana teams.
